Three  people 
were  killed  in  Mexico  city  but  the 
property  damage  there  was  small.

Sent  aloft  near  Long  Beach, 
California,  to  investigate  the 
actions  of  a mystery  plane  suspect- 
ed of  carrying  excluded  aliens  into 
the  country,  a department  of  com- 
merce plane  was  driven  off  by  a 
hail  of  machine-gun  bullets.

There  are  sincerely  religi- 
ous merchants  who,  however,  will  sell  a defective  article  to  a 
transient  who  is  not  likely  to  come  again.  All  of  us  have  similar 
ethical  enconsistencies  and  contradictions. 

The  obvious  reason  is  that  our  moral  training  is  necessarily 
uneven.  Certain  ideals  are  stressed  heavily  while  others  are 
almost  neglected.  Often  the  most  vital  ones  receive  the  least 
enuphasis  because  we  feel  that  they  are  too  significant  and  well 
known  to  miss  observation.  The  point  of  this  homily  is  that  one 
needs  to  scrutinize  his  palisade  of  principles  for  low  and  weak 
points  to  strengthen.  In  time  one  may  learn  to  live  upon  one  high 
plane  of  ethics,  not  on  half  a dozen  of  widely  different  levels.

The 
Dixon  silver  cup,  presented  for  the 
best  extemporaneous  speech,  by 
Rulon  Dixon,  will  come  off  about 
the  middle  of  March. 

Announcement  is  given  now  also 
of  some  remaining  contests;  Talmage 
essay  contest,  the  award  for  which  is 
twenty-five  dollars  in  cash  given  by 
Dr.  James  E.  Talmage  to  the  student 
who  writes  the  best  acceptable  essay 
on  some  religious  topic;  the  Oscar 
B.  Young  prize,  an  award  of  fifty 
dollars  given  annually  by  Professor 
Kimball  Young  for  the  best  essay  on 
some  phase  of  Mormon  community 
life. 

Then,  there  are  annual  awards 
such  as  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce medal  to  the  most  efficient 
student  in  the  university,  based  on 
scholarship,  social  status,  and  public 
service. 

Professor  Morley  urges  more  stu- 
dents’ interest  and  participation  in 
these  enterprises,  which  are  mostly 
sponsored  by  former  students.

Mr.  Hettig  became  a convert  to 
the  Mormon  faith  when  he  was 
thirteen  years  of  age.

“Activity  for  all”  is  the  principle 
emphasized  in  women’s  athletics  at 
the  B.  Y.  U.,  according  to  Miss 
Wilma  Jeppson,  supervisor.  For  a 
number  of  years  “A  team  for  every 
girl”  has  been  the  slogan  about  which 
all  the  women’s  basketball  and  other 
team-work  revolved.  Also,  activity  is 
emphasized  that  is  not  only  useful  in 
college  life  when  there  is  opportunity 
for)  a large  amount  of  team  work, 
but  that  will  be  useful  in  the  future 
lives  of  the  girls. 

“The  great  objective  of  the  work,” 
explains  Miss  Jeppson,  “is  to  give 
something  that  will  carry  over  into 
the  future.”  The  girls  should  have 
a type  of  work  that  will  keep  them 
in  condition  later  on,  when  they  have 
neither  a large  group  to  work  with, 
nor  elaborate  equipment  for  their  acti- 
vities. 

Big-team  games  are  only  useful  to 
women  while  they  attend  school. 
Afterward,  they  are  little  used,  as 
few  women  become  professional  ath- 
letes. That  is  why  the  women’s  de- 
partment does  not  sponsor  inter- 
collegiate basketball  and  other  games, 
but  concentrates  its  attention  upon 
simpler  and  more  useful  activity. 

The  activity  does  not  lack  interest 
or  variety,  however.  The  physical 
practice  of  the  women  is  had  in  many 
ways.  Among  the  games  are:  volley- 
ball, speedball,  hocky,  soccer,  tennis, 
deck  quoits,  shuffle-board,  captain 
ball,  progressive  dodge  ball,  basket- 
ball, and  hit-pin  ball.  The  girls  also 
become  expert  at  fencing  and  arch- 
ery, and  practice  golf  strokes. 

Not  a great  many  years  ago,  all 
women  athletic  work  was  of  the 
forrrial  “1,  2,  3,  bend”  type.  More 
and  more,  natural  activity  was  stress- 
ed, until  hard-and-fast  rules  and  foi- 
mal  conduction  are  used  scarcely  at 
all  at  the  present  time. 

Besides  the  variety  of  interesting 
and  useful  activity,  the  women’s 
athletics  department  studies  health 
service  and  health  supervision.  This 
work  is  highly  important  now,  as 
well  as  outstanding  in  the  carry-over 
value  always  emphasized. 

Modern  methods  bid  fair  to  im- 
prove the  health  of  participants,  to
